DHS band captures exclusive invite

Didsbury High School musicians struck a good note at 
the Whistler festival earlier this month, gaining a spot in 
an exclusive United Kingdom concert. 

Only five to six bands from Canada will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to join a mass band in London, England in 2012, the 
same year as the Olympics. Didsbury has already been 
marked as a top pick. 

“It's a big deal to get invited ... our hard work has real¬ 
ly paid off," said Lyndsay Wasko, a Grade 12 trumpet play¬ 
er at Didsbury High School. 

On May 5 to 10, 74 senior concert and jazz band stu¬ 
dents gathered in Whistler for the annual festival. Thirty 
bands from across the western province's participated in 
clinics and concerts during the event. 

It was a great experience for young students, said Kirk 
Wassmer, band teacher. 

“I think because they play in a small band room in a

small town, they think they are a small-time band. But 
when they are put up against all these other musicians in 
western Canada, they get a better perspective," he said. 

“I was really proud of them. They showed they are one 
of the better bands out there." 

Didsbury won the only standing ovation during the fes¬ 
tival and became one of the bands to see that week. 

Sharon Tsiras, parent, could hear whispers about the 
local students as she walked around the Whistler Village. 

“It was amazing. I could hear other kids talking about 
Didsbury. that they were excited to see the show or that 


they heard they were really good. And when that comes 
from your peers, it means something,” she said. 

The band program in Didsbury has 123 young musi¬ 
cians, half the school population. The numbers impressed 
Dr. Glenn Price, an internationally recognized musician 
and artistic director. 

Price had lots to say about the group, calling them a 
“stand-out hand” and inviting them on an exclusive 10-day 
tour of England. A similar event for musicians was done 
in Beijing in 2008 and Sydney in 2000. 

The school hasn’t yet decided if the students will go. 
Parents and board members need to give approval but 
just being invited “is exciting enough," said Peter Shields, 
Grade 10 trumpet player. 

“Only a few bands get to do this ... and it goes to show 
that we can't take anything for granted now. We have to 
keep on working, harder than ever," he said. 

The concert and jazz bands will show off their skills 
locally June 10 and 11 at 7 p in. in Olds' Transt anada 
Theatre. Admission is by donation.

Jordan Luft grow up on a 
farm near Didsbury, know¬ 
ing somewhere out there 
were his biological parents 
and perhaps brothers and 
sisters he’d never met. 

He never imagined they 
lived less than three hours 
away - or that'd he find 
them through Facebook. 

Luft’s story is among a 
couple of dozen collected 
in Facebook Fairytales: 
Modern Hay Miracles to 
Inspire the Human Spirit, 
by Emily Liebert. 

While Facebook's con¬ 
tent is usually connected 
with cheating spouses or 
foiled job interviews, it’s 
also a site for good, 
Liebert said. 

“Truly amazing things 
have happened because of 
the way people can now 
communicate ... from 
allowing for an adoption 
to an organ donation.’’ 

Or the reunion of par¬ 
ents and son after 22 years 
apart. 

Growing up, Luft, now 
24, had always been curi¬ 
ous about where he came 
from and wondered about 
things like medical history, 
but he never dwelled too 
much on searching for his 
biological family. He was 
content, loved and cher¬ 
ished on the Triple L Farm 
with adoptive parents. 
Doug and Connie Luft. 

Then at 18 years old, 
Doug sat him down. 

“He told me that I’m old 
enough to send my name 
to the Alberta Adoption 
Registry to find my birth 
parents. It was up to me, 
but my dad told me they 
supported me no matter 
w hat I ended up deciding,” 
Luft said. 

It was the first time Luft 
had heard about the 
opportunity and he wasn’t 
sure how he felt about it. 
Did he really need to find 
his birth parents? 


After days of questions, 
he decided he wasn’t 
ready to know - perhaps 
he would never be. As far 
as he was concerned, the 
Lufts were his family. 

Three years passed and 
nothing was said about it, 
until one day sheer curios¬ 
ity had him requesting 
information about his 
genealogy from the 
Alberta registries. 

A large envelope arrived 
in the mail with content 
that told him his name was 
Ryan Heath Kintop, born 
at the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital in Edmonton 
April 8, 1886. It also listed 
his parents’ names as 
Heath Reichle and Monica 
Kintop. Almost immediate¬ 
ly he started typing 
Monica Kintop into the 
Internet, eager to know 
more. He found a few 
matches but none seemed 
to match the correct time 
and place. He entered 
Heath Reich le’s name 
next, hoping for better 
luck, and a phone number 
and address appeared on 
screen. His father was still 
living in Edmonton. 

Luft called him and left a 
message: “I’m not trying to 
sell you anything. My 
name is Jordan Luft and I 
have a personal question 
to ask you." 

“He didn't answer and I 
was happy about that. I 
wasn’t really sure what I'd 
say to him ...” Luft adds. 

A few 1 days later, Heath 
called back. Luft didn’t 
pick up. He knew who it 
was by the area code and 
was too nervous to 
answer. In Heath’s voice 
message it sounded like he 
knew who Luft was. 

He left a cell and home 
number that Luft wrote on 
a scrap piece of paper but 
he didn’t call his birth 
father back. He buried the 
idea for a year and in fact, 
may never have dialled the 
number again if not for 
Facebook.

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Emergency con hits Didsbury 

Senior loses $9,000 after call from grandson 9

A Didsbury senior's morning started with breakfast and a 
phone call from her 40-year-old grandson. It ended with a 
seam that cost her thousands. 

It was the last thing she expected to hear last Thursday 
morning - her grandson, shaken, telling her he was locked 
in a Montreal jail. 

“My head just startl'd to pound ... I thought it was the 
wrong number at first I mean, how could he have gotten to 
Montreal and me not know about it?" said the 88-year-old 
Didsbury resident, who’s asked to remain anonymous. 

Her family fears she could be preyed upon again. 

Tlte grandson told her be was at a wedding. His car bit 
someone else and they were “hurt bad.” Police had him 
lin ked in jail and he needed $2,000 to make bail. 

“Please don’t tell anyone, grandma I don’t want them to 
know." 

She was suspicious. It didn’t sound like her grandson but 
perhaps, she reasoned, he was under a lot of stress. 

He told her to wire money through Western Union - and 
she did. Then he called back. 

“I’m still in jail grandma They are keeping me here until I 
pay a fine. I need another $3,500,” he said. 

A secretary for her grandson’s lawyer also called and sec¬ 
onded the story. He’s a good kid, but drinking makes people 
do stupid things, she said. The sixretary later requested a 
fee. 

“The requests for money, they just kept coming. Finally I 
got real mad and asked this guy what las middle name W'as? 
What the grandkids’ names are. And he didn’t know. I hung 
up," said the local resident. 

That's when she realized she had joined the ranks of hun¬ 
dreds of seniors lining bilked through the grandparent or 
emergency con. She sent nearly $9,000 and knows she will 
never get it back 

She doesn’t want other seniors to make the same mistake. 

“I never heard of this gnuulparent scam before but I have 
heard of other types and always thought, how could people 
1 h> stupid enough to fall for this stuff.’” she said. 

“Then it happened to me and you realize just how con¬ 
vincing these people can be. They are really, really good.” 

According to Cpl. Lou Robertson, Phonebusters’ head of 
criminal intelligence, the con is rising in popularity - likely 
because few people are aware of it. 

In 2008, the Canadian Anti-Fraud Centre had reports of 
130 failed attempts by fake relatives to con money through 
the grandparent scam and 69 successful pleas. Seniors were 
bilked a total of $157,452. 


List year, the number of those complaining about the 
scam shot up to 493, while 138 fell victim to it and lost a 
total $500,000. 

“We believe these numliers only represent five percent of 
the scams that occur ... the number of complaints and 
successes are likely much, much higher,” Roliertson said. 

RUMP K Division spokesperson, Sgt. Patrick Webb, 
agrees the numbers could be higher. People don’t want to 
re poll they have Ikhmi swindled. It can also take them 
months to discover they’ve fallen victim to a scam. 

This scam, w hich plays on the heartstrings of the elderly, 
is usually a phone call from someone claiming to be a grand¬ 
child who’s been in a car accident or thrown in jail. They 
need cash and plead with their “grandmother” not to tell 
other family members because they are embarrassed by the 
mishap. 

And not telling is what helps scammers avoid detection, 
Webb said. 

“They look for vulnerability, cooperation and a strong 
sense of responsibility. Those qualities make for a success¬ 
ful scam," he stud. 

“You have to understand, this Ls business to these people. 
They are good salesmen with all the answers. They know 
what works to keep people on tlte line They know how to 
avoid getting caught and they’ve done their research.” 

Often fraudsters make cold calls to victims wi>eks or 
months in advance of the scam to glean personal informa¬ 
tion about the senior’s family and ensure their target is vul¬ 
nerable, Webb siiid. 

If their scam is successful they’ll keep going back to the 
person until the con is up. There Ls no way for victims to get 
their money back either, he added. 

Money orders are picked up with fake identification and 
disposable cellphones are used to make the scant. 

“It’s definitely a challenge (for police) to get money back 
but this is real simple to avoid. Don’t answer any of their 
questions. You do the asking. Get them to answer personal 
questions like a mother’s name and if they can’t answer, 
hiutg up," Webb said. 

Seniors also need to beware of a secondary scam, where 
someone will call saying he heard about the scam and can 
get the victim’s money back if they’re wired cash. 

“They can come at it from till different directions - really 
try to milk it,” Webb said. 

Residents in this area are no strangers to the grandpar¬ 
ent scam. In February four residents at Chinooks Winds 
Lodge in t'arstairs got a call from a phoney grandchild, 
attempting to get cash. Chinook Winds and Aspen Ridge 
Lodge in Didsbury have both since informed seniors about 
the fraud. 


Coffee chat draws full house

A contingent of 
town administrators took a trip to the country last month to 
work on bringing business to the area 

The resident asked if Didsbury had anything to offer busi- 
nessnien from Japan anil whether then 1 was any guarantee 
they would bring their products to Didsbury. 


“Didsbury Ls their connection into Allierta that’s what we 
offer... and if we can get one business to come here, it will lie 
worth it," Wittal countered. 

Later, Wittal said he “did get upset.” 

"It gets frustrating when people think we got a holiday out 
of this thing,” he said. 

“I wLsh they could see the potential of tins and ask people 
who went to Japan with us about it instead of coming up with 
their own ideas and throwing out accusations.” 

Despite some sparks, the mayor said he was pleased with 
the turnout. I le plans to forward concerns raised by residents 
to town managers thLs week. 

Percy Zeiler, resident, said he thought the event was a good 
shut. He’d like to see it move into a larger venue. It was a lit¬ 
tle crowded in the coffee shop, he said. 

Bill Windsor also sat in on the meeting. 

“It's great that council list cm d to residents and are giving 
them this kind of input," he said. 

But he’s surprised at how pessimistic and ignorant some of 
the residents were. 

“Anil I mean ignorant in the true definition. They didn’t 
know about a lot of things, so this w as an education tool too.” 

One thing is for sun 1 though. After listening in on last 
week’s meeting there Ls no way he'd run for this year's 
election. 

“People really nitpiek. It'd make tilings pretty tough."

“I had been on Facebook for awhile, 
when it just hit me that I should look 
up Heath. I don’t know why I hadn't 
thought about it before,” he stud. 

He found a profile that looked like it 
could lie his dad. The resemblance 
was uncanny. He also saw that tin¬ 
man's middle name is Arnold - a name 
that came up in the Altx-rta registry 
package as his paternal grandfather’s 
name.

Two weeks later they gave him up for 
adoption, neither one prepared to be a 
parent They eventually broke up, ntar- 
ried new partners and started their 
own families but they always won¬ 
dered what hap|>cntKl to their first 
child. 

When Luft called Heath, his father 
also got in contact with Monica and set 


up a three-way phone conversation 
that was “very emotional." 

They invited him to come to 
Edmonton and meet his fiunily - a 
total of eight brothers and sisters. 

He met them on Father’s Day week¬ 
end, 2<X)8. 

“I was shaking. They were shaking. It 
was pretty nerve-wracking. But we all 
really got along. They told me they 
loved me pretty much right off the 
bat " 

That’s what drew Emily Liebert to 
include Luft, the only Canadian, in her 
book - his happy ending.

New sewer policy is still not clear enough 


Hr: Plug gulled on “incorrect" 
sewer policy (Mag 24, 2010) 

Tht> sentence that says homeown¬ 
ers will be responsible for maintain¬ 
ing the pipe to the property line 
and/or any blockages out to the 
main is ambiguous to me. Please 
define any.’ 

Does this mean any and all block¬ 
ages, even if the cause of the block¬ 
age is on town property? 

From my lot line to the curb is 10 
feet and a further 14.5 feet to the 
sewer main. This totals 24.5 feet to 
the sewer main and all of this is on 
town property. To me this means I, 
as a property owner, will be respon¬ 
sible for any and all blockages out to 
the main on 24.5 feet of town prop¬ 
erty - regardless of the cause of the 
blockage. 

I urge council to make the above 
sentence abundantly clear as to its 
meaning. They should also include 


who will decide as to what is the 
cause of the blockage and exactly 
where the blockage occurred. 

I urge the town to provide to the 
property owner pictures and docu¬ 
mentation as to the cause of the 
blockage and the location of the 
blockage. 

What if this blockage is on town 
property and is the result of a dam¬ 
aged or broken sewer pipe, between 
the property line and main? Who 
makes the decision about who pays 
for the clearing of the blockage? 

Also - does the council have a five- 
or 10-year detailed analysis of bro¬ 
ken sewer lines and water lines? 

And broken water service lines to 
houses? 

What months of the year do the 
majority of sewer lines and water 
mains and water service lines break? 
Perhaps in January, February and 
March. 


I)o most of the sewer pipes and 
water pipes break in areas of our 
town that have broken or cracked 
pavement or curbs or potholes? 

It is my opinion that a majority of 
broken sewer pipes occur near the 
curb and are caused by broken pave¬ 
ment and/or broken curbs that allow 
water to soak into the ground and 
then freeze, causing heaving of the 
ground resulting in misaligned pipe 
or cracked or broken pipe. This can 
be progressive, winter after winter, 
By not snowplowing our streets, 
the freezing problem is exacerbated. 

An example of asphalt old pave¬ 
ment crack repair can be seen at our 
local hospital. I urge council to do a 
study as to damage caused and indi¬ 
rect costs by not snowplowing all 
the streets in Didsbury.

Parks are worth 
caring about

As anyone who has had a chance to visit and 
make use of the provincial parks in West Central 
Alberta knows, the district’s wilderness areas are 
amongst the best anywhere in Canada. 

Providing for a host of family, group and individ¬ 
ual activities throughout the year, the region s parks 
are truly one of the tilings that make the region 
great. 

The provincial government has launched a pub¬ 
lic consultation initiative that will see residents 
and stakeholder groups asked to provide input 
into the future of Alberta’s parks. 

The government is proposing new park legisla¬ 
tion that it says will simplify the parks classifica¬ 
tion system into two categories, provincial parks 
and heritage rangelands, and use zoning to classify 
park land according to its highest and most logical 
use (i.e. recreation, conservation, or a combina¬ 
tion). 

The legislation will require a mandatory advance 
public notice for establishing, removing or chang¬ 
ing boundaries of provincial parks or heritage 
rangelands. As well, it will allow for the creation of 
a future Parks Conservation Foundation and a 
Parks Advisory council to meet commitment in the 
Plan for Parks initiatives. 

It will also allow' for the protection of sensitive 
lands and enable identification of tourism and 
recreation development opportunities, w here this 
is consistent with the classification, zoning, and 
intent of the site, she said. 

The Stelmach government should be applauded 
for this initiative to gather public views and opin¬ 
ions on the future of Alberta’s parks - frequent 
examination of key provincial areas, such as parks, 
is a must for both the short- and long-term protec¬ 
tion of those 1 vital public resources. 

Residents and stakeholder groups interested in 
having a say into the future of Alberta’s parks can do 
so by completing the online survey at www.alberta- 
parks. ca/legislation. 

Once the survey results are collected and 
compiled, the provincial government will hopefully 
make good use of the input to ensure the continued 
success of Allx'rta’s great park system. 

And in the meantime, visitors to West Central 
Alberta’s parks this summer are asked to show 
them the respect they deserve.

Veterans help keep memories alive

Recounting the Second World War was 
more than a trip down memory lane for veter¬ 
ans Joyce Mullen and Bill Jepps. It was an 
effort towards preserving Canada’s history. 

Tlie duo joined 5(X) people online from 
across the nation tliis month in the sharing of 
stories from wartime. 

Mullen said she heard about a memory proj¬ 
ect to collect die experiences of Second World 
War veterans from the Olds Legion and it 
sounded like fun. She worked on iui ;iir force 
ixist system at home and believed she had 
some different tide's to tell tJian her |x>ers. 

“I remember going to Joint Service 
Headquarters, Western Air Command (in 
Vancouver) and hoy, they were scared of the 
Japanese. A submarine came up on the north 
end of the Queen Charlotte Islands and 
shelled a lighthouse and so they had as taking 
gas mask and machine gun training," she said. 

“I’m not too sure how many other people 
could tell of that.” 

Didsburys William (Bill) Jepps also took 
on the project, although for an entirely differ¬ 
ent reason - his granddaughter. 

“She called me up and told me these people 
in Toronto were collecting stories from its 
old folk before we’re gone ... and that tliis 
kind of tiling was important for the school 
kids. They art' really interested in what hap- 
pened all those years ago,” he said. 

He wasn’t ten) enthused alxnit taking part 
at first hut after seeing a program on TV that 
explained the project, he decided to do it “for 


the kids." 

“It’s not too important to me because I’ll be 
gone sexm enough ... and I feel like everyone 
who joined up has the same kind of story as 
mine. Hut my granddaughter and the [xxiple 
with the memory project felt it was im|x>r- 
tant to make sun 1 history isn’t forgotten." 

In 194:1, at 17 years old Jepps joined the 
navy. I ie was assigned convoy duty, esc orting 
supply ships across the Atlantic to protect 
against lurking enemy submarines. 

He felt relatively safe, he recalls. Tiu* 
corvette war ships e;irried 140 to 150 men hut 
little supplies, which was what the sub¬ 
marines were looking to destroy. 

“Every night we’d be cant'd out to action to 
drop charges and rliase the submarines away. 
We did that across the Atlantic and never lust 
a ship," he said. 

“They tell me that all the experienced 
German skippers liad been sunk by then and 
some of these' new skipix>rs, they wen* a little 
more protective of their skins I tiiink." 

The memory project, created by the 
Historiea-Dominion Institute, will lx* touring 
Canada collecting stories until March 2011. It 
will make a stop at the Olds Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 105 on June 29 from 10 am. to 
2 p.m. 

“With the passing of the last remaining vet¬ 
eran of the First World War, John Babcock, 
and statistics (from Veterans Affairs) saying 
we are losing about 500 veterans each week 
... it’s really hit its that we have to record tlu'se 
stories now. We are losing our first-hand wit¬ 
nesses to Canadian history," said Jenna 
Zuschlag MLsener, project manager.
